1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2 and 5 to 10 
are allowed over the prior art of record. Current invention teaches a composite PTC device 
where two PTC devices, each having a laminar PTC element comprising a polymeric PTC 
material and a pair of electrode mutually separate and deployed on one side of the PTC element, 
the pair of the pair of the electrodes on one of the PTC devices is facing the pair of the electrodes 
on the other PTC device, and the facing electrodes are electrically connected by a terminal 
located in between. Above claimed limitations in combination with the claimed limitations of 
the base claim are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior art of record.
